REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS OF 
HIGHLAND CEMETERY 

For several years the Commissioners of Highland 
Cemetery have been studying the problem of providing 
more lots in Highland Cemetery. In 1958, dirt fill 
was hauled in and six excellent lots were made where 
none existed before except on the chart. More grad- 
ing is, planned for 1959. 

In spite of this work, the time has come when an 
addition to Highland Cemetery must be made. 

Some plans have been made with Mr. and Mrs. 
Hoyt E, Battey, for land south of the present bound- 
aries of the Cemetery and also for use of the road 
below the present westerly fence. The contour of 
this land is such that considerable bulldozing and grad- 
ing will be necessary. However, when done it will 
provide about 260 lots 10x20 ft. or their equivalent and 
about 25 lots 20x20 ft. will be gained in the present 
cemetery by changing the road. 

The Commissioners believe the price of the lots 
should be such that the cost of development would 
first be recovered and after that a trust fund esta- 
blished with the income to be used for general care. 

The Commissioners need the approval of the town 
and a vote to provide money to carry out these plans. 

We also recommend for 1959 an avpropriation for 
$400.00 from the town for use in Highland Cemetery.

This is the twenty-third annual report which I 

have made to the citizens of Chelsea regarding pay- 

ments in your municipality of various types of asssist- 

ance and welfare during 1958. The support and co- 

operation of town officers and people generally over 
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this long period is gratefully acknowledged. 

This year marks the greatest improvement in the 
assistance programs since they were inaugurated many 
years ago. Due to an increase in Federal funds avail- 
able to the State and a fortunate combination of cir- 
cumstances it has been possible to lift the ceiling in 
the three adult programs from $63.00 to $75.00 a 
month and in the Aid to Dependent Children program 
to $45.00 for the eligible mother or relative, $45.00 for 
the first child and $25.00 for each additional child. Our 
food budget allowances have also been increased. This 
not only furnishes financial security to the individuals 
themselves but should also relieve the towns and cities 
of much of the expense of supplementation. Although 
the bill has not passed the legislature at this writing, 
a program for nursing home care and limited hospital- 
ization for eligible recipients of Old Age Assistance, 
Aid to the Blind and to the Permanently and Totally 
Disabled has the endorsement of the town and city 
managers. This will relieve the towns and cities of 
65 percent of the cost for which they currently obli- 
gated. No additional state appropriation is proposed 
or required. Actually, the current total requests of 
the Department of Social Welfare for 1960-1961 are 
less than was appropriated for 1958-1959.

SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 

A budget report has been included so that the 
59-60 expense and income budgets may be studied. 
To operate the Chelsea Schoo] District on a balanced 
budget during the coming school year we conservative- 
ly estimate that $40,350.00 will be needed form town 
taxes. Therefore, approximately 59% of the total 
school costs will be financed from town taxes. 

The State Fire Marshall recently visited all of our 
buildings. A long list of recommendations were made 
and we should carry them out prior to the next school 
year. The boiler rooms in the main building and vo-ag 
building must be completely enclosed with fire-proof 
materials. Exit doors should be cut in two of the village 
elementary rooms, the commercial room and in each 
of the two rural schools. Automatic fire alarm systems 
should be installed in the main building and in the gym. 
Also numerous other equipment should be complied with 
to protect the children and to avoid possible court ac- 
tion. 

Due to an increase enrollment in our village ele- 
mentary school, it will be necssary to add an additional 
teacher this coming school year. This leads to another 
problem — classroom space. 

After considering various possibilities and the cost 
of each we propose the following: grade 2, grades 3 and 
4, grades 5 and 6 downstairs. Move 7 and 8 grades 
upstairs with the high school. Use the vo-ag class- 
room full time. Remodel the hot lunch room in the 
basement so that it may be used for a high school 
classroom as well as for hot lunch. To build an ad- 
ditional classroom would of course be more ideal but 
it would cost many times as much. 

We feel that we should be prepared to purchase 
chemistry and science equipment if anticipated match- 
ing federal funds become available. 

In August, 1958 a second hand, 48 passenger bus 
was purchased. We have added new tires and a new 
motor. The bus, including major repairs, stands 
Chelsea taxpayers approximately $1,700.00. A new bus

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costs nearly $5,000.00. If we should capitalize the 
cost of our present bus over a 3 year period, the net 
cost of this route is somewhat less than the lowest bid 
received. 

During the past year we had installed at the West 
Hill School a pot-type oil heater. Also the ceiling was 
cap insulated. Electrical rewiring was done at the 
rural schools and both No. 1 and No. 9 were repainted 
inside. 

Much thanks should go to the Chelsea School 
Improvement Committee and the various people who 
contributed to its projects. This committee installed 
fluorescent lights in the commercial room, built storage 
cabinets, painted the room and added new tops to the 
typing tables. 

Three of the typewriters in poorest conditions were 
traded for three new typewriters, one an electric model. 
Due to the age and condition of the remaining old 
machines, we hope to swap at least two more this 
coming year. 

The school board has been and will continually be 
faced with many complicated, frustrating problems 
and decisions. Some of the problems are: continued 
rising costs of school operation, lack of building space 
for the future, too many pupils per teacher in too 
small rooms, transportation — how much can Chelsea 
taxpayers afford, how long will we be permitted to 
keep our rural schools open, how soon will we be forced 
to a five teacher high school, etc. etc. 

The present school board did not have any “push- 
button answers” to these above problems. It appointed 
a six person advisory committee to assist in studying 
these “headaches”. The report of this advisory com- 
mittee follows this report. This committee and the 
superintendent of Schools have certainly been very 
helpful to the School Board in arriving at various 
possible solutions to your school problems. 

We encourage taxpayers and citizens of the town 
of Chelsea to ask questions regarding School Board 
decisions and school problems as well as school costs. 
School Board business is your business. The board 
meetings and school district books are open to all tax- 
payers. Also your suggestions, ideas and criticisms 
are always welcome. 
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SCHOOL ADVISORY COMMITTEE REPORT 
| The School Advisory Committee has met with 
the School Board and Supt. Arthur Cheney for several 
meetings. Supt. Cheney presented many problems for 
discussion and study. Among these were: school 
census; crowded classrooms; the necessity for addi- 
tional faculty; and a preliminary investigation of: a 
future building program in Chelsea or sending high 
school pupils elsewhere or joining some union school 
district. At the invitation of the South Royalton 
School Study group, we attended two meetings to 
discuss mutual problems with South Royalton, Sharon, 
and Tunbridge. We invited town officers to one meet- 
ing to discuss school problems and those of other de- 
partments of the town.

OF SCHOOLS 
Chelsea Town District 
Chelsea, Vermont 
To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of 
Chelsea: 

This report is for the school year ending June 30, 
1958, and is a part of the report of the Board of School 
Directors. 

The four-teacher elementary school in the village 
and two one-teacher rural schools were each main- 
tained for 170 days. One hundred seventy one pupils 
were enrolled with an average daily membership of 
164.61. The average cost for the elementary school 
was $180.69. Fifty elementary students were trans- 
ported at an average cost of $74.29 per pupil. 

The four-year senor high school was maintained 
for 175 days. There were 66 pupils enrolled, ten of 
whom were non-resident. The average daily member- 
ship of the resident pupils was 53.80. The average cost 
per pupil in the high school was $381.46. The per- 
centage of attendance in the elementary and high 
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schools was 93.53. 

The program of improving your schools has been 
continued. A new set of mathematics textbooks has 
been placed in the elementary schools. The high 
school has joined a physics film pool and the science 
laboratory has been moved to the agricultural building 
and new equipment added. 

I am grateful to the Women’s Club for sponsoring 
the school lunch program, and to other organizations, 
parents, Board of School Directors, teachers and citi- 
zens for their support.

The health of the town of Chelsea is the concern 
of its citizens, its doctors, health officer, selectmen and 
the State Department of Health. 

Through its various programs the State Depart- 
ment of Health staff works with and for local people 
on community health, operating on both local and state 
levels. This letter is a report of the State Health De- 
partment services and programs your town used. 

With the aim of keeping children well and helping 
handicapped children, well-child and school conferences 
were attended by 61 children. Nutrition and dietary 
consultations numbered 1*. At the request of attend- 
ing doctors 2* children received pediatric consultations, 
1* received hospital diagnosis, 15 with orthopedic, card- 
iac, plastic or neurological conditions received services 
or appliances through clinics for handicapped children 
and 8* were given financial aid toward hospitalization 
costs. 

In the effort to control communicable disease 6 per- 
sons received chest X-rays; 90 children received immu- 
nizations, including boosters, against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and/or tetanus. Polio immunizations, 
including boosters, were given 44 children and adults. 
The State Laboratory performed tests on 6 water sam- 
ples, 89 blood specimens and 6 other specimens. Vac- 
cines, antitoxins and biologicals were distributed for 
protection against communicable diseases. : 

There were 10 sanitary inspections or consultations 
made at the town’s food and lodging places and 12 con- 
cerning water supply, sewage disposal, public buildings 
and other problems, to protect health through improved 
town sanitation. In connection with the state licensing 
programs and the Hill-Burton federal aid program for 
hospital and medical facility construction there were 3 
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inspections-consultations to hospitals, nursing MUTANS 
and homes for the aged. 
Individual interviews with the psychiatrist, psy- 
chologist or psychiatric social worker were given 1*. 
In cancer work 5 received diagnosis and treatment 
at tumor clinics. 
The Public Health nurse made 89 visits on behalf 
of 34 persons and community health activities.

SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 
After much careful thought and deliberation we 
have approved the budget for the school year of 1960 
and 1961. We find that in order to meet all costs for 
the school year and to maintain a balanced budget that 
we will need a total of $64,900.00. Of this amount 
$38,500 must be raised by town taxes. Our suggested 
tax rate for the 1960-61 year compares with the past 
two years as follows: 
1958-59 — $5.60 tax rate 
1959-60 — 5.51 tax rate 
1960-61 — 5.26 suggested tax rate 
There are three principal reasons why we are able 
to offer a lower tax rate this year. Last year is was 
necessary for us to budget to carry out the Fire 
Marshall recommendations ; to add another teacher due 
to two over-crowded areas in our schools; and to re- 
model the hot lunch room so that it could be used for a 
high school classroom. 
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This year, because one of our larger classes will 
have gone into high school, and because of a smaller 
first grade we will be able to drop one teacher from our 
staff. Our school buildings have been remodeled to 
meet the Fire Marshall recommendations, and the hot 
lunch room in the basement is now used by the high. 
school as a classroom. It has been separated from the 
kitchen area, additional heating equipment has been 
installed, and the room has been painted. We have also 
ordered new tables for the room. 

Due to the fact that we had nine old typewriters 
which were going to be expensive to keep in repair, we 
swapped them for nine new typewriters. These type- 
writers are being paid for by three annual payments, 
with no interest or carrying charges. 4 

In August when the school census was taken we 
were quite taken aback to find that the No. 1 School 
enrollment had dwindled from 28 to a possible 14 pupils. 
At the same time we were also struggling with the 
question of what to do with an overcrowded seventh 
and eighth grade. Also at the same time we were ap- 
proached by town officials of the town of Washington 
as to whether or not we would be interested in taking a 
group of their high school tuition pupils. Since each 
tuition student amounts to about five cents on the tax 
rate, therefore we have, and shall continue to cater to 
high school tuition students. 

We met with the parents of the pupils at No. 1 
School and laid our cards on the table. They were most 
cooperative, and while they hated to see their neishbor- 
hood school closed, we hope they recognized the fact 
that dollar-wise it was necessary. By transferrine our 
teacher from No. 1 School to the village it gave us 
enough teachers so that two teachers could be upstairs 
with the seventh and eighth grades and also by shar- 
ing study hall duty with the high school teachers would 
free them for more classroom work. 

When school started we were disappointed that 
only four students from Washington chose to register. 
However, we do have high hopes that the number will 
Increase this coming year. While we have undergone 
considerable criticism for the above move, we do feel 
we have saved the taxpayers some money, but what is 
more important in our own minds, we feel that we have 
utilized our teachers to the very best advantage. We 
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are not infallible; few are. We can only continue to do 
our best as we see it.

Chelsea Town School District 
Chelsea, Vermont 
To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of 
Chelsea: 

This report is for the school year ending June 30, 
1959, and is a part of the report of the Board of School 
Directors. 

The four-teacher elementary school in the village 
and the two one-teacher schools were each maintained 
for 171 days. The net enrollments and average daily 
membership of the three school buildings were as fol- 
lows:

The average cost of the elementary schools in 
Chelsea was $209.10 per pupil. Eighty-two different 
elementary students were transported at an average 
cost of $53.39 per pupil. 

The four-year senior high school was maintained 
for 176 days. There were 60 pupils enrolled, thirteen 
of whom were non-residents. The average daily mem- 
bership of resident pupils was 46.45; non-resident was 
11.16, making a total average membership of 57.61 
with the senior high school cost for all students at 
$418.70 per pupil. The percentage of attendance of the 
elementary and high school was 95.07. 

The Board of School Directors has continued to im- 
prove the Chelsea Schools. Many Fire Marshall sug- 
gestions have been carried out, new textbooks are be- 
ing purchased each year, the Meadowbrook school was 
closed for the 1959-1960 school year resulting in some 
financial savings and educational gains. 

I am grateful for the support given to the school 
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lunch program and to the many organizations, parents, 
Board of School Directors, teachers and citizens for 
their support of the Chelsea Schools.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF 
ALDEN SPEARE MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Our library and our town lost a very dear friend on 
April 9, 1960 with the passing of Hon. Edward Ray 
Speare. Dr. Speare, who died at his home in Newton 
Centre, Mass., was the son of Alden Speare, the founder 
of our library. Since 19538 Dr. Speare has given regu- 
larly and generously to our library and in his will left 
a trust fund of $5,000.00 for its benefit. The money has 
been invested by the trustees in stock of the National 
Shawmut Bank of Boston. 

It would be difficult now to picture our library 
without the things that Dr. Speare furnished us. It 
was his money which gave us adequate wiring and 
lighting facilities, central oil fired automatic forced 
air heating, storm windows, redecorated rooms, Col- 
lier’s Encyclopedia, Encyclopedia Americana, World 
Book and a quantity of other children’s, juvenile and 
adult books as well as filing cabinets, desks, vacuum 
cleaner and many other items that we now take for 
granted. His contributions also helped indirectly to 
lessen the burden of our townspeople in their financial 
obligations to the library. 

Through his help we have one of the finest libraries 
for school] children in any small town, and through the 
continued cooperation of the school officials, teachers, 
librarian and volunteer help the books are being used 
as never before by our school children. 

Another unhappy event in 1960 was the resignation 
on July 1, of Mrs. Ina J. Stevens, who had served as 
librarian for 10 years. Miss Winifred Royce was ap- 
pointed to succeed her. It is amazing how it is possible 
for this small community to have available constantly 
persons ready, willing and able to serve. Persons who 
are willing, for so little remuneration to accept a public 
trust and give so freely of their time and themselves 
for the good of us all. In recent years, Mrs. Nellie 
Corwin, Miss Mary George, Mrs. Eunice Lewis, Mrs. 
Mary Griffin, Miss Rachel Comstock, Miss Esther 
Smith, Mrs. Stevens, and now Miss Royce, have vol- 
unteered and dedicated themselves as our librarian. 

During 1960 we began a new project of the pur- 
chase and display of ‘Best Sellers”. We spent quite 
a bit of money on these books, but their circulation 
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has been very limited. If any of you like to read what 
is being read of recent fiction and non-fiction, there 
is an opportunity for you to do so at our library. Un- 
less the circulation of these books increases however, 
the project will be discontinued.

VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1969 

The health of the town of Chelsea is the concern 
of its citizens, its doctors, health officer, selectmen and 
the State Department of Health. 

Through its various programs the State Depart- 
ment of Health staff works with and for local people 
on community health, operating on both local and 
state levels. This is a report of some of the State 
Health Department services and programs your town 
used last year. 
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With the aim of keeping children well and helping 
handicapped children, well-child and school conferences 
were attended by 33 children. Nutrition and dietary 
consultations numbered 0. At the request of attending 
doctors 1 child received pediatric consultation, 0 re- 
ceived hospital diagnosis, 12 with orthopedic, cardiac, 
plastic or neurological conditions received services or 
appliances through clinics for handicapped children and 
0 were given financial aid toward hospitalization ccsts. 
Mental retardation clinic services were extended to 0 
children. 

In the effort to control communicable disease 2 
persons received chest X-rays; 0 children received 
immunizations, including boosters, against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and/or tetanus, Polio immunizations, 
including boosters, were given 0 children and adults in 
clinics and conferences, The State Laboratory per- 
formed tests on 26 water samples, 0 food and dairy 
products, 106 blood specimens and i other specimen. 
Vaccines, antitoxins and biologicals were distributed for 
protection against communicable diseases. 


There were 9 sanitary inspections or consultations 
made to the town’s food and lodging places and 16 con- 
cerning water supply, sewage disposal, public buildings 
and other problems, to protect health through improv- 
ed town sanitation, Services to maintain and improve 
adult health in industry included 0 chest X-rays and 
inspections and consultations at plants. In connection 
with the state licensing program at the Hill-Burton 
federal aid program for hospital and medical facility 
construction there were 11 inspections-consultations to 
hospitals, nursing homes and homes for the aged. 

Mental health services, through guidance clinics, 
educational meetings or consultations, were received 


_by 0 persons and groups. Individual interviews with 


the psychiatrist, psychologist or psychiatric social 
worker were given 0. Under the community mental 
health program to develop local projects for prevention, 
treatment or education in mental health, financial as- 
sistance and staff consultations are available. 

To promote better dental health 0 consultations 
and services were provided groups or individuals on 
town or school dental health problems. 

In cancer work 5 received diagnosis and treatment 
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at tumor clinics or were financially helped with hos- 
pitalization costs. 

) All programs in the department offer educational 
services, Pamphlets, films, a news release and informa- 
tion service and speakers are available, A health edu- 
cator is available to help town groups study their health 
problems and plan educational programs. 

The Public Health nurse served at well-child and 
school conferences, X-ray and immunization clinics, 
assisted by local people. She visited homes, doctors, 
and agencies, making 91 visits on behalf of 39 persons 
and community health activities, Her service is an 
essential element in the department’s program for 
health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treat- 
ment and education.

After considerable thought and time spent in 
figuring our budget for the school year of 1961 and 1962 
we have finally approved the above budget. We feel 
we have drawn up a close budget for the coming year 
even though we have had to ask for a substantial 
increase over last year. We might point out, that 
this amount is for operational costs only with the 
exception of the $1,000, for retirement of the bus 
debt. Much of the increase will go to increases in 
teachers salaries as prescribed by law — very little 
will go for improvements. 

A year ago when we drew up our budget we tried 
to figure costs as closely as possible, and were able to 
offer a tax cut. We still feel that our budget would 
have been ample to cover our costs, but unfortunately 
we have been beset with three major set backs. 

First, we were told that if the flashings were 
replaced on the gym roof the problem of leakage would 
be taken care of. For this we budgeted $500.00. When 
workmen came to look further into the difficulty it was 
found to be necessary to replace the whole roof. Bids 
were let out and the low bid accepted. Total cost was 
$2,995.85.

Second, we are able to figure quite closely when 
estimating for teachers salaries. Mr. Shipp’s untimely 
death in August and the necessary additional funds 
for his replacement threw us even further from our 
budget. 

In November troubles again arose when it became 
necessary to replace the boiler in the gymnasium. 
This was done at a cost of $1,312.38. (This was paid 
after January 1, so is not a part of the July-December 
report). However, we might point out here that on 
the brighter side, we did have more tuition students 
than we had planned, which should offset the added 
expenses to some extent. 

In June as planned, (and before the above mention- 
ed upsets) we asked for bids and subsequently ordered 
a new 48 passenger bus, In view of numerous repairs 
to the old one we felt this to be a Wise move. In budget- 
ing we set up an allowance of $1,000. each year to 
retire the cost of the bus in a five year period. We 
still have the old bus which will be put up for sale 
this summer. We did not try to sell it last summer 
since it became apparent the new bus would be late 
in arriving which made it necessary to use the old one 
to start the school year with. 

On January 12 notices were posted that the West 
Hill school will be closed for the coming school year. 
The school has operated this past year with only seven 
students. In closing the West Hill school it is planned 
to reroute our buses to provide what we believe to be 
more efficient operation. | 

Next year it is planned that grades 1 through 6 
will have four teachers and grades 7 through 12 will 
have six teachers. This plan calls for the same number 
of teachers as in the past year. 

This year Chelsea has joined with the other towns 
in the Orange-Windsor Supervisory District in hiring 
a Reading Consultant to work with the teachers to 
help improve the reading level in the district. Miss 
Elizabeth Tessier was hired for the postition. We feel 
that while it is early to measure actual gain that this 
is a worthwhile move and money has been budgeted for 
this purpose for the coming year. 

At the request of the Board of Schoo] Directors 
ef the Royalton Town District, the local board has 
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appointed citizens to work with taxpayers of other 
communities studying common problems in secondary 
education and a possible Union High School. The study 
of local problems by the local group is continuing. 

The School Board would greatly appreciate your 
suggestions as well as criticisms. This can help us to 
serve you better. 

In closing we would like to add, that in the pass- 
ing of Mr. Shipp the Town of Chelsea and more par- 
ticularly the school system has lost a true friend and 
a dedicated educator. He will be missed.

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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1961 

The following health services were available from 
State-Federal tax money and local voluntary contri- 
bution to protect the health of the people of Chelsea, 
along with the people of the other towns and cities in 
Vermont. A tabulation of the principal State Health 
Department services which the residents of your town 
used last year* follows: 

With the aim of keeping children well and helping 
handicapped children, well-child and school conferences 
were attended by 36 children. Nutrition and dietary 
consultations numbered 2. At the request of attending 
doctors 1 received hospital diagnosis and 13 with 
orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological conditions 


received services or appliances through clinics for 


handicapped children. 

In the effort to control communicable disease 
1 person received chest x-rays; 84 children received 
immunizations, including boosters, against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and/or tetanus. Polio immunizations, 
including boosters, were given 114 children and adults 
in clinics and conferences, and 51 people obtained im- 
munizations during the summer mobile polio program. 
The state laboratory performed tests on 15 water 
samples, 107 blood specimens and 10 other specimens. 
Vaccines, antitoxins and biologicals were distributed 
for protection against communicable diseases. 


There were 9 sanitary inspections or consultations | 


made at the town’s food and lodging places and 14 con- 
cerning water supply, sewage disposal, public buildings 
and other problems. to protect health through im- 
proved town sanitation. In connection with the state 


licensing program and the Hill-Burton federal aid © 


program for hospital and medical facility construction 
there was 1 inspection-consultation to hospital, nursing 
home and home for the aged. 

Individual interviews with the psychiatrist, psy- 
chologist or psychiatric social worker were given l. 


Under the community mental health program to de- | 


velop local projects, for prevention, treatment or 
education in mental health, financial assistance and 
staff consultations are available. 
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To promote better dental health, 2 consultations 
and services were provided groups or individuals on 
town or school dental health problems. 

In cancer work, 4 received diagnosis and treatment 
at tumor clinics or were financially helped with hos- 
pitalization costs. 

All programs in the department offer educational 
services. Pamphlets, films, a news release and infor- 
mation service and speakers are available. A health 
educator is available to help town groups study their 
health problems and plan educational programs. 

The public health nurse served at well-child and 
school conferences, x-ray and immunization clinics, 
assisted by local people. She visited homes, doctors, 
and agencies, making 85 visits on behalf of 21 persons 
and community health activities. Her service is an 
essential element in the department’s program for 
health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treat- 
ment and education.

After considerable time and thought, the School 
Board has adopted the 1962-1963 budget. We feel this 
will improve our educational system, and also do some 
repairs to our buildings. 

The following is a brief report of some of the 
activities of the Board. 

The curriculum in school has been enriched with 
the advent of television within the school. The State 
Department of Education sponsors the programs 
through channel 3, Burlington. Channels 8 and 6 also 
conduct educational programs. We are especially in- 
terested in the programs which strengthen learning 
and learning processes. The Board has adopted a ‘‘wait 
and see” policy as to the final evaluation of T. V. in the 
school. We would like to take this opportunity to thank 
the Chelsea Television Club, Inc., for the free monthly 
T. V. service. 

The School Board plans to purchase a bus to be 
used on the East side of Town, instead of having trans- 
portation furnished on a contract basis. Also at this 
time the board requests that the town vote to furnish 
transportation for the high school pupils on bus routes 
designated by the School Board. Now we purchase a 
jitney license and charge students a dollar a week to 
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ride. The license costs about $180.00 a year on the big 
bus. Some years we make a little money, and some- 
times we lose a little. In order to make it legal to 
transport high school students with no charge, there 
must be a vote of the town. Several towns have already 
done this. There would be no added cost in transporta- 
tion. 

During the past year three new radiators have 
been installed in the main building to help maintain 
adequate heat. Before long, some valves, check valves, 
and other repairs will have to be made on the pipe 
lines in the heating system in the main building. In the 
near future either new working parts on the present 
toilets will have to be made, or the purchase of new 
ones. We plan to buy some new desks to put in the 
high school. 

The School Board welcomes all ideas, suggestions 
and helpful hints to better our school.

This report is for the school year ending June 30, 
1961, and is a part of the report of the Board of School 
Directors. 

The Chelsea Elementary School, Grades 1-8, was 
maintained for 171 days. The total enrollment was 
168 pupils; 167 resident and 1 nonresident. The ay- 
erage daily membership was 163.82 at a cost of $267.11 
per pupil. Seventy-two elementary students of the 
Chelsea School System were transported. 

The four-year senior high school was maintained 
for 176 days. There were 63 pupils enrolled, nineteen 
of whom were non-residents. The average daily mem- 
bership of resident pupils was 42.69; non-resident was 
18.70, making a total average membership of 61.39 
with the senior high school cost for all students at 
$566.65 per pupil. The percentage of attendance of 
the elementary and high school was 96.40.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
ALDEN SPEARE MEMORIAL LIBRARY — 1962 

During 1962 a total of 13,607 books and magazines 
were loaned by the Library. Of these 1,793 were adult 
non-fiction, 2,060 juvenile non-fiction, 3,290 adult fic- 
tion and 4,808 juvenile fiction and 1,656 magazines. 

Early in 1962 the Library learned it was to receive 
$100 worth of books from ‘State Aid’ funds. To 
qualify the Library had to receive at least part of it’s 
support from the town and must be using its resourses 
and energies to the best of its ability. Most of the 
books received were juvenile and a real help as the 
school students have used the Library. 
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Through the cooperation of School Officials, Prin- 
cinel and Teachers, and excellent volunteer help the 
Library continues to serve the School Students, being 
open Tuesday mornings specifically for them. 

320 new books were added to the Library. Of this 
number 148 were gifts given as individual books or as 
money with which to purchase books. $100 in “‘State 
Aid” books are included in this number.

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE 
Montpelier, Vermont 

This twenty-seventh in the series of annual re- 
ports submitted to the people of Chelsea presents tabu- 
lations for the calendar year 1962. In the Department 
of Social Welfare’s programs of assistance to the aged, 
blind and disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and 
physician services, as well as the excess over $75.00 
per month in Nursing Home care, are assessed against 
the town of settlement of the recipients of such care. 
Participation charges incurred by your community 
during the past year for each of these types of care 
were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care $ 481.53 
Hospitalization Services 33.05 
Physician Services 232.65 


Under similar settlement provisions town partici- 
pation in the program of Aid to Families with Depend- 
ent Children is at the rate of one-eighth the assistance 
grants while costs incurred for the care of Committed 
Children are borne equally by the local and state 
agencies. Charges assessed against your community 
for the former amounted to $861.27 and for the latter 
$694.14 for the year just closed. 

During April, 1962 there were 48 recipients of 
Old Age Assistance, 1 recipient of Aid to the Blind and 
® recipients of Aid to the Permanently and Totally 
Disabled residing in your community. Direct money 
payments to these persons were financed entirely out of 
state-federal funds. Among the other programs fin- 
anced from these same sources were Services for the 
Blind, Adoption Services and the recently inaugurated 
Medical Aid for the Aged. While no town-by-town 
records are complied for these categories, their bene- 
fits were available to all qualified residents.

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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Town Report — 1962 

The following health services were available from 
State-Federal tax money and local voluntary contribu- 
tion to protect the health of the people of Chelsea, 
along with the people of the other towns and cities in 
Vermont, A tabulation of the principal State Health 
Department services which the residents of your town 
used last year* follows: 

With the aim of keeping children well and helping 
handicapped children, well-child and school conferences 
were attended by 160 children. Nutrition and dietary 
consultations numbered 2. At the request of attending 
doctors, 9 with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurolo- 
gical conditions received services or appliances through 
clinics for handicapped children and 2 were given 
financial aid toward hospitalization costs. 

In the effort to control communicable disease 19 
persons received chest x-rays; 65 children received 
immunizations, including boosters, against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and/or tetanus. Polio immunizations, 
including boosters, were given 389 children and adults 
in clinics and conferences. The state laboratory per- 
formed tests on 20 water samples, 79 blood specimens 
and 6 other specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and bio- 
logicals were distributed for protection against com- 
municable diseases. 

There were 10 sanitary inspections or consulta- 
tions made at the town’s food and lodging places and 
12 concerning water supply, sewage disposal, public 
buildings and other problems, to protect health 
through improved town sanitation. In connection with 
the state licensing program and the Hill-Burton federal 
aid program for hospital and medical facility construc- 
tion there were 1 inspection-consultation to hospitals, 
nursing homes and homes for he aged. 

In cancer work 6 received diagnosis and treatment 
at tumor clinics or were financially helped with hos- 
pitalization costs. 

All programs in the department offer educational 
services. Pamphlets, films, a news release and infor- 
mation service and speakers are available. 

The public health nurse served at well-child and 
school conferences, x-ray and immunization clinics, 
assisted by local people. She visited homes, doctors, 
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and agencies, making 169 visits on behalf of 72 persons 
and community health activities. Her service is an 
essential element in the department’s program for 
health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treat- 
ment and education.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Chelsea Town School District 
To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of 
Chelsea: 

The statistical part of this report is for the school 
year ending June 30, 1962, and is a part of the report 
of the Board of School Directors. 

The Chelsea Elementary School, Grades 1-8, was 
maintained for 173 days. The total enrollment was 168 
pupils; 167 resident and 1 non-resident. The average 
daily membership was 159.00 at a cost of $235.16 per 
pupil. Seventy-three pupils were transported at public 
expense and the pereent of attendance was 94.29%. 

The four-year senior high school was maintained 
for 178 days. There were 77 pupils enrolled, twenty- 
elght of whom were non-residents. The average daily 
membership of resident pupils was 47.99; nonresident 
was 26.05, making a total average daily membership of 
74.04 with the senior high school cost for all students 
at $385.68 per pupil.

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The School Board has adopted the budget for the 
1963-1964 school year. An attempt has been made in 
preparing this budget to hold the line on expenditures. 
Only the most urgently needed repairs and equipment 
purchases are included. 

The study of a Union School proposal was com- 
pleted and a brochure prepared, which was distributed 
prior to Town Meeting. At a school forum meeting 
held in June the citizens of ‘Chelsea expressed their 
feelings negatively on this proposal. The other towns 
that had participated in the study were then notified 
by the School Board that Chelsea was officially with- 
drawing from further study. 

Since that time a School Study Committee has 
been elected at a special Town Meeting, charged with 
the responsibility of studying the needs of the Town’s 
school system and reporting their findings at a future 
town meeting. 

It will be noted that the debt on the gymnasium 
was not lowered during the period covered by this 
report. However, a payment of $3,000 on this account 
was made early in January of 1963. 

A sizeable reduction in the school’s indebtedness 
was made possible this year through the enrollment 
of a larger number of tuition students than was antici- 
pated. 

The School Board wishes to thank the commercial 
classes in the High School for their contribution 
toward the purchase of a new mimeograph machine. 
This contribution amounted to one-half the cost, and 
has provided the school and students with a valuable 
piece of modern equipment. 

The School Directors wish to express their grad- 
itude to the many citizens who have helped the Chelsea 
schools in any way. We solicit your comments, sug- 
gestions and criticisms, and earnestly hope that 
through a spirit of mutual understanding and coopera- 
tion the Chelsea school system can continue to meet 
the needs of the Town in these changing times.

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PROGRESS REPORT OF CHELSEA SCHOOL 
IMPROVEMENT PLANNING COMMITTEE 
The Chelsea School Improvement Planning Com- 

mittee, elected on July 2, 1962, has established that 
the Vo-Ag, College Preparatory, Commercial and Gen- 
eral Courses are what the majority of the townspeople 
wish taught in the high school, as determined by the 
recent survey. However, these courses should be 
strengthened and improved. 

The No. 1 problem is the lack of classroom space. 
A majority of the voters want to maintain the high 
school in Chelsea. Opening the rural schools will not 
solve the problem as they do not provide sufficient 
space. 

Additional classroom space can be provided only 
by building. Three different plans have been presented 
and studied. The prices range from $40,000 to $80,000 
(380 percent of this would be deducted from these fig- 
ures by State Aid refund). 

The warning of the Special Town Meeting of July 
2, 1962, Article 4, read: “Shall the School Board and 
the Special Committee present all recommendations 
and findings to a future town meeting for appropriate 
action?” The vote on this was in the affirmative. 

The Committee hopes in the near future to pre- 
sent, with the School Board, their recommendations. 

In their work thus far, the Chelsea School Im- 
provement Planning Committee appreciates very much 
the cooperation of the townspeople and the officials.

This twenty-eighth in the series of annual reports 
submitted to the people of Chelsea presents tabula- 
tions for the calendar year 1963. In the Department 
of Social Welfare’s program of assistance to the aged, 
blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and phy- 
Sicilian services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per 
month in Nursing Home care, are assessed against the 
town of settlement of the recipients of such care. Par- 
ticipation charges incurred by your community during 
ic past year for each of these types of care were as 
ollows: 


Nursing Home Care $ 826.52 
Hospitalization Services 622.38 
Physician Services 367.05 


Under similar settlement provisions town partici- 
pation in the program of Aid to Families with Depen- 
dent Children is at the rate of one-eighth the assist- 
ance grants while costs incurred for the care of Com- 
mitted Children are borne equally by the local and 
state agencies. Charges assessed against your com- 
munity for the former amounted to $807.42 and for 
the latter $403.69 for the year just closed. 

During 1963 assistance was granted to 42 resi- 
dents in your community under the Aid to the Aged, 
Blind or Disabled program. Direct money payments 
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to these persons were financed entirely out of state- 
federal funds. Among the other programs financed 
from these same sources were Services for the Blind, 
Adoption Services and Medical Aid for the Aged. 
While no town-by-town records are compiled for these 
categories, their benefits were available to all qualified 
residents.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
Chelsea Town School District 

The statistical part of this report is for the school 
year ending June 30, 1963, and is a part of the report 
of the Board of School Directors. 

The Chelsea Elementary School, Grades 1-8, was 
maintained for 173 days. The total enrollment was 186 
resident pupils, and 1 non-resident pupil. The average 
daily membership was 184.51 at a cost of $232.79 per 
pupil. Eighty-eight pupils were transported at public 
expense. 

The four-year senior high school was maintained 
for 176 days. There were 85 pupils enrolled of whom 
29 were non-resident students. The average daily 
membership of the resident pupils was 51.86; non-resi- 
dent was 25.91, making a total average daily member- 
ship of 77.77. The senior high school cost for all stu- 
dents was $479.45 per pupils.

During the past school year the following repairs 
were made to the Chelsea School: A new water pump 
was installed and the artesian well was checked. It 
was found that the well did not provide a sufficient 
supply of water to meet the demands being made upon 
nes 

Part of the Vo-Ag building was taken and a new 
laboratory was constructed there. This is a fine addi- 
tion to the school and makes possible a much higher 
caliber Science offering. 

Painting and general repairs were done in the 
school building. The Chelsea School Club painted the 
study hall and the adjacent room. 

Mr. V. W. Wisendager, Consultant Engineer, was 
hired to appraise the structual soundness of the Gym. 
He gave the Gym a clean bill of health and made cer- 
tain recommendations as to the general upkeep and 
repair. 

On the State of Vermont recommendation of 125 
square feet per secondary pupil, your present grades 
7-12 are overcrowded to the extent of 68 students. On 
the State of Vermont recommendation of 30 square 
feet per elementary pupil, your elementary school is 
overcrowded by 3 pupils. 

Certainly, something must be done to solve the 
space problem, The upper grades show the greatest 
need, but your elementary figure takes the stage class- 
room into account and this is not ideal. In addition to 
that your teachers need more work space in all grades. 

The Board of School Directors wish to express 
their graditude to the many citizens who have helped 
the Chelsea School in any way. We are grateful also, 
for the fine hot lunch program being offered at Chelsea 
School.

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SCHOOL DIRECTOR’S REPORT 

he School Board recommends the accompanying 
budget for the ensuing year. Some much needed re- 
pairs are planned for the gymnasium, caulking outside 
seams, and replacement of broken windows. The 
schools water supply must be improved, also basic 
repairs to the toilets and plumbing. The main school 
hallway needs to be replastered and painted; and ice 
guards on the roof of the main building are essential. 
Some teachers’ salaries have been increased and money 
has been budgeted for additional desks for classrooms 
where they are needed, There are other items which 
need attention, but the Board feels these are the most 
immediate. 

The school is in serious need of more classroom 
space and in view of both our need to improve our cur- 
riculum in High School and an overload on our grade 
school teachers, we should engage two more teachers. 
Two solutions to this problem have been discussed 
both with the people of the town and the Scnool Board. 
The first appears to be the simplest, provide more 
classrooms, and hire the required teachers; however 
in light of present attitudes expressed by the State 
Board it is doubtful if we can expect to afford a High 
School in town for more than five and the outside of 
ten years. We could find ourselves at the end of this 
time with more buildings than we need as well as the 
debt left on them and their maintenance for the 
future, 

The alternative is to close the High School and 
start at the beginning by providing an excellent grade 
and junior high school education for which we are well 
prepared in existing building facilities. The gains are 
obvious, a better curriculum offering would be avail- 
able for our high school students and a larger student 
body to help absorb rising costs. The town would by 
this move lose its High School, but unfortunately this 
will be inevitable sooner or later. 

Yearly costs for school operation are rising stead- 
ily. They come from three major sources. First, teach- 
ers salaries which are legislated as to minimums, and 
which will continue to rise for some time to come as 
we compete for good teachers against other towns. 
Second, past due repairs and maintenance on our pres- 
ent facilities. Third, inflation which constantly raises 
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the cost of all items. As there appears to be no appre- 
ciable rise in our tax base in the forseeable future we 
must plan ahead to be as efficient as possible in our 
educational programs, and to get the most for our tax 
dollar. 

Any move taken by the town to improve its educa- 
tional position will cost more money. Exact figures are 
difficult to give, but the following will give a fairly 
accurate picture. 

To provide in town required classroom space vari- 
ation depending on what we could afford: 

$75,000 to $110,000 
3,800 to 5,600 yr. 
Additional Grade Teacher $ 5,000.00

It is dificult to predict future tuition enrollment 
for the next five to ten years, but it is safe to say that 
it will drop as the larger schools become more attrac- 
tive in their offerings and their costs per pupil will not 
rise as fast as the smaller schools. Should we be re- 
quired to make an expenditure of $10,000 it would cost 
us with 85 students $117.50 per puvil as compared to 
$40.00 per pupil with a school of 250 students. 

The School Board wishes to thank the many 
people who have helped in our informal meetings with 
the town, as well as those who have shown interest by 
attending them.

We changed graders, as it was going to cost at least 
$5,000 to put the old one in useable condition. At nine 
years of age we figured a grader that old wasn’t worth 
that big an outlay. 


The new highway put in at the north end of town, 
rather than spread it over two years, was completed in 
one as we figured it would cost an additional $2,000. if left 
over partially completed. We should be reimbursed $5,000 
or $6,000 next July from 1965 State Aid allowances. 


The listers are setting up a file system. Each building 
will be measured and evaluated. This should make a more 
equitable appraisal of all town property. This will not go 
into effect in 1965. The estimated cost will be when com- 
pleted approximately $2,500. Considerably less than a pro- 
fessional appraisal which would be about $7,500. 


We hope to finish paving around the South Park this 
coming year.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
ALDEN SPEARE MEMORIAL LIBRARY — 1964 


Book circulation at the Library continued high during 
1964. A total of 14,074 books and magazines were loaned. 
Of these 1,601 were adult non-fiction, 2,135 juvenile non- 
fiction, 3,033 adult fiction, 6,087 juvenile fiction and 1,218 
magazines, 


The Bookmobile from the Free Public Library Service 
in Montpelier stops at the Library every two months. 879 
adult and 960 juvenile books were borrowed. 


The Library added 296 new books. Of this number 110 
were gifts, given as books or as money with which to buy 
books. Several magazines were also gifts. 


Many fine Memorial Books were given to the Library. 
These were given in memory of: Michael Berry Rushworth, 
Karl Waterson, Mrs. Marion G. Bryant, Mrs. Eunice A. 
Lewis, Blanch Townsend, “Zeke”? Kennedy, Mrs. Nellie Hood, 
Tracy Ellen Howard, Mrs. Florence Burgess. 


Early in 1964 the Library learned it was to again re- 
ceive $100 from State Aid funds. To qualify the Library 
had to receive at least part of its support from the Town 
and must be using its resources to the best of its ability. 
As an up-to-date encyclopedia was needed, arrangements 
were made to have this money applied toward a 1964, 24 
volume Collier Encyclopedia, the Library paying the bal- 
ance. The out-dated large dictionary has also been replaced 
with a Webster’s Third New International Dictionary. 


Through the cooperation of School Officials, Principal, 
and Teachers and much excellent volunteer help the Library 
continues to serve the School Students, being open each 
Tuesday morning especially for them.

This twenty-eighth in the series of annual reports sub- 
mitted to the people of Chelsea presents tabulations for the 
calendar year 1964. In the Department of Social Welfare’s 
program of assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of 
the costs of hospital and physician services, as well as the 
excess over $80.00 per month in Nursing Home care, are 
assessed against the town of settlement of the recipients 
of such care. Participation charges incurred by your com- 
munity during the past year for each of these types of care 
were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care ................ $ 1,076.48 
Hospitalization Services ......... 597.43 
Physician Services ..:.............. 391.95 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation 
in the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
is at the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs 
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incurred for the care of Committed Children are borne 
equally by the local and state agencies. Charges assessed 
against your community for the former amounted to $804.16 
and for the latter $529.33 for the year just closed. 


During 1964 assistance was granted to 39 residents in 
your community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind, or Dis- 
abled program. Direct money payments to these persons 
were financed entirely out of state-federal funds. Among 
the other programs financed from these same sources were 
Services for the Blind, Adoption Services and Medical Aid 
for the Aged. While no town-by-town records are compiled 
for these categories, their benefits were available to all 
qualified residents,

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
CHELSEA TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The statistical part of this report is for the school 
year ending June 30, 1964, and is a part of the report of 
the Board of School Directors. 


The Chelsea Elementary School, Grades 1-8, was main- 
tained for 173 days. The total enrollment of the elementary 
school was 186 pupils. The average daily membership was 
177.42 at a cost of $278.00 per pupil. Eighty-one pupils 
were transported to school at public expense. 


The four-year High School was maintained for 178 
days. There were 95 secondary students enrolled of whom 
28 were non-resident students. The average daily member- 
ship of the resident pupils was 64.78; non-resident was 
26.31, making a total average daily membership of 91.09. 
The senior high school cost for all students was $385.00.

During the past year the following repairs were made 
to the Chelsea Schools: 


The entire hallway, walls and ceiling, was renovated 
and the walls painted with a washable epoxy paint. Two 
sides, south and west, of the gym were sided and painted. 
The gym floor was sanded and refinished. One classroom 
floor was refininshed. A small amount of work was done at 
the Meadowbrook School to make it ready for occupancy. 


Thirty units of classroom furniture were purchased 
for the second grade room. Tablet armchairs were pur- 
chased for the gym stage, and ten units of new furniture 
were purchased for the Bookkeeping class. Additional re- 
pairs and furniture are budgeted and planned for the com- 
ing school year. 


A great deal of work has been done in the School 
_ Library. The library now contains over 1000 volumes, and 
library furniture will be installed this year. 


Last year we had a large turnover in our faculty. We 


expect no great turnover this year, and hope for greater 
stabilization in our program as a result. 

An additional teacher was added to the staff, making 
it possible to have a better program for our 7th and 8th 
grade; reducing some teaching load for the entire faculty, 
and resulting in more time for administrative work and 
guidance by the school principal. 

In order to meet the State of Vermont Minimum Stand- 
ards for Vermont High Schools, we must, in the next two 
years, do the following: 

Provide more classroom space 

Make Home Economics available for girls 

Make a Fine Arts offering 

. Expand Physical Education 

. Lighten pupil-teacher load 

Provide more time for principal in adminis- 
tration and guidance 

7. Expand the school library

At present, we are operating in a crowded school plant. 
Classes are taught on the gym stage and in the hot lunch 
room. The Vo-Ag. shop is inadequate in size. The Meadow-

brook School is not large enough to suitably house a normal 
size class of pupils. Operation of the Meadowbrook School 
is costly. 


At the time of the writing of this report, the Chelsea 
School Directors are preparing a proposal on the construc- 
tion of a six classroom elementary school. It is my hope 
that Chelsea citizens will give the matter careful consid- 
eration when the proposal of Bond Issue is voted. 


This 1964-1965 school year has certainly been a more 
settled year than the past year. Student performance and 
morale have been high. We owe this to the fact that we 
have a fine, dedicated principal, faculty, and other staff 
members. 


The Board of School Directors wish to express their 
gratitude to the many citizens who have helped the Chelsea 
School in any way. We are grateful also, for the fine hot 
lunch program being offered at the Chelsea School.
